HIGHER RATE STRIKE’S SEQUEL 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—A raise of telephone service rates 
here “on account of recent increases in wages” was announced by 
the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Company in 
appearing in late editions of San Francisco afternoon newspapers 
today. 

The new scale is effective tomorrow and is established, the ad- 
vertisement says, under authority of Postmaster-General Burleson. 
The increases apply only to San Francisco, telephone company offi- 
cials said, as this city was not included in an upward revision of 
rates which was effective elsewhere May 1. 

For individual business coin-box service, the rate for additional 
messages is increased from 4 cents to 6 cents sach. 

The guarantees on four-party residence coin-box service is » 
creased from 5 cents to 6 cents a day. 

The rate for individual business measured service in excess of 
$15 a month and all message rates less than 2% cents per message 
are canceled. 

Wage increases were granted to telephone electricians and op- . 
erators when they returned to work this week after a strike of six 
weeks’ duration.

RESERVATIONS IN 


TREATY OPPOSED 


Senator Pittman Says Such 
Course Means Disaster. 


Would Give Japan Chance to 
Force Open Door. 


Case of Spanish Pact is Cited 
as Example. 


Wy A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Any 
reservations in Senate ratification of 
the peace tfeaty would reopen the 
whole field of negotiations, encour- 
age other nations to make reserva- 
tions, and renew international dis- 
sension, declared Senator Pittman of 
Nevada, a Democratic member of the 
Foreign Felations Committee today 
in the Senate. 

The speaker cited the Spanish 
treaty of 1819, to which the Senate 
attached a reservation as to papal 
claims in Florida, and said that al- 
though the Spanish government at- 
tached the same freservation, the 
treaty had to be ratified a second 
time because the two stipulations 
were differently worded. He pointed 
Out that the Supreme Court later 
had held this reservation to be “a 
part of the treaty.”’ and that the 
@ame court had held of the treaty 
with Spain that “in its essence it is 
contract.” 

CONTRACTUAL VALIDITY. 

“It is immaterial,””’ continued Sen- 
ator Pittman, “whether the Senate 
eonsiders the reservation as chang- 
ing the treaty or not, for that is a 
question under the ldw of contracts 
that the other party has an equal 
right to determine.

CITES CONSTITUION. 
“When the fathers submitted the 
Constitution to the States there were 
men who thought they could make 
reservations. Virginia, New York, 
Rhode Island and others did put in 
constructions and reservations, bit 
when the time came to invoke these 
reservations the powers construing 
them paid no attention to them 
whatever. 

“And you would put vour tInter- 
pretations into this ratification anid 
then turn over the power to con- 
strue them to nine men sitting at 
Geneva. Unless they have been 
accepted by the other powers, they 
will bind nobody.” 

LET MONROE DOCTRINE GO. 
In discussing the Monroe Doc- 
trine. Mr. Borah said: 

“If I had my way I would retain 
Washington's policy against en- 
tangling alliances, and, if necessary, 
let the Monroe Doctrine go. 

“Mr. Taft's suggestion for preser- 
vation of the Monroe Doctrine would 
be utterly futile. There is just one 
way to preserve it and that ts to 
stay out of European affairs.”’ 

The proposed French treaty, 
Senator Borah continued. “is made 
for war and not for peace. Pre~ 
mier Clemenceau, he said, refused 
to approve the league until the 
French-British-American treaty was 
provided for.

PARIS, July 25.—Twenty thou- 
sand Russians, many of them bare- 
foot and without rifles and unsup- 
ported by heavy artillery, compose 
the northern Russian army whose 
front extends from the Finnish coast 
to Pskov and which is driving back 
toward Petrograd a Boishevik army 
four times as large, accoraing to re- 
ports received here from officers of 
the American relief administration 
on the scene. ; 

These officers are working, part of 
the time under Bolshevik fire, en- 
deavoring to provision and to provide 
medical supplies to this army. Of- 
ficers and soldiers alike are clamor- 
ing for tanks which had been prom- 
ised them by the Allies and with the 
help of which they express confi- 
dence they could reach Petrograd 
speedily. 

The reports of the provisioning 
show that after the arrival in some 
sectors early in July of whites flour 
supplied by the Americans, many of 
the Bolsheviki succumbed to the lure 
of white bread and joined their ene- 
mies. . 

The improved conditions and the 
better food now supplied to the 
northern army are cheering up the 
men, whose morale is reported high 
as compared with that of the Bol- 
sheviki., 

There is sufficient American food 
available in the Gulf of Finland to 
supply Petrograd and its suburbs for 
three months, but the lack of co- 
ordination of Allied assistance to the 
northern Russian army and to the 
Esthorians operating in feconjunctton 
with it is declared to be preventing 
the movement upon Petrograd from 
progressing with sufficient speed t> 
effect relief much before winter.

JOHNSON REPLY. 


Maintenance of Army in Si- 
beria Saves Country. 
All Elements Look to United 
States for Help. 


Keeping Railroad Open is Es- 
sential to Object. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Presi- 
dent Wilson informed the Senate 
today in response to a resolution by 
Senator Johnson, Republican, Calif- 
ornia, that the presence of American 
troops in Siberia was a “vital ele- 
ment” in the restoration and main- 
tenance of traffic on the Siberian 
railroad and that under the agree- 
ment with Japan, they could be 
withdrawn only when the American 
railway experts operating the road 
were withdrawn. 

The President said Siberia could 
be protected from» a further period 
of chaos and anarchy only by 
keeping the railroad open, and that 
lacking the prime essentials ri life 
the people there were looking To the 
United States and the Allies for 
economic assistance. This already is 
being extended and additional sup- 
plies are to be sent forward. 

Roving bands having no connec- 
tion with any organized government 
in Russia, are menacing the rail- 
road, the President said, and conse- 
quently protection by the military 
is necessary. American troops, he 
said, now are engaged in guard 
duty at Viadivostok and around 
Verchne Udinsk. A small body al- 
so is at Harbin. 

PURPOSES OF EXPEDITION. 

The original purposes of the 
American military expedition, Presi- 
dent Wilson wrote, were two-fold. 
The saving of the Czecho-Slovak 
forces and the steadying of the ef- 
forts of the Russians at self-defense 
or the establishment of law and 
order in which they might be will- 
ing to accept assistance. 

Maj.-Gen, Graves, commanding 
the expedition of 8000 men, was 
specifically directed not to interfere 
in Russian affairs, the President

GERMANS ARRESTED 
FOR AUCTION FRAUD. 


ELIMINATE ALL COMPETITION 
IN BUYING ARMY FOODS IN 
COBLENZ DISTRICT. 


{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES.) 

COBLENZ, Tuesday, July 22.— 
Sixty Germans from Cologne, Ber- 
lin and other cities were arrested 


here tonight by army intelligence of- 
ficers. in connection with an allegad 
plot to defraud the government of 
millions of marks by eliminating 
competition at auctions of army sup- 
plies. 

Intelligence officers said the al- 
leged fraud was accomplished 
through an orgenization, most of 
whose members now are under ar- 
rest. that kept competitors from 
bidding at auctions where salvaged 
army material was sold. On some 
days the auction sales amounted to 
15.000.900 and 26,000,000 marks, 
most of the material going to men 
alleged to belong to the organization 
in question.

Siberia, but it is the only open ac- 
cess to European Russia today. The 
population of Siberia, whose’ re- 
sources have been almost exhausted 
by the long vears of war and the 
chaotic conditions which have ex- 
isted there can be protected from 4 
further period of chaos and anarchy 
only by the restoration and main- 
tenance of traffic along the Siberian 
Railway.

“The situation of the people of 
Siberia meantime is that they have 
no shoes or warm clothing; they 
are pleading for agricultural ma- 
chinery and for many of the simpler 
articles of commerce, upon which 
their own domestic economy de- 
pends, and which are necessary to 
fruitful and productive industry 
among them. Having contributed 
their quota to the Russian armies, 
which fought the Central Empires 
for three and one half years, they 
now look to the Allies and the 
United States for economic assis- 
tagce. 

‘The population 
beria, and the forces of Admiral 
Kolchak are entirely dependent up- 
on these railways. 

Russian authorities in this 
country have succeeded in shipping 
large quantities of Russian supplies 
to Siberia and the Secretary of War 
is now contracting with the great co- 
operative societies which operate 
throughout European and Asiatic 
Russia to ship further supplies to 
meet the needs of the civilian pop- 
ulation.

“Owing to the Bolshevik up- 
rising and the general chaotic con- 
ditions, neither Mr. Stevens nor the 
Russian railway service corps was 
able to begin work in Siberia until 
March 1918. They have since n 
able to operate effectively, only 


“In accepting the railway plan, 
it was provided that some protec- 
tion should be given by the Allied 
forces. Mr. Stevens stated frank- 
ly that he would not undertake the 
arduous task before him unless he 
could rely upon support from Amer- 
ican troops in an emergency. Ac- 
cordingly, as provided in the rail- 
way plan, and with the approval of 
the inter-Allied committee, the mil- 
itary commanders in Siberia have 
established troops where it is 
necessary to maintain order at dif- 
ferent parts of the line. 

“The Kolchak government is also 
endeavoring to negotiate the pur- 
chase of medical and Red Cross 
supplies from the War Department 
and the American Red Cross is it- 
self attempting the forms of relief 
for which fit is organized. All ele- 
ments of the population in Siberia 
look to the United States for assist- 
ance. This assistance cannot be giv- 
en to the population of Siberia and 
ultimately to Russia if the purpose 
entertained for two years to restore 
railway traffic is abandoned. The 
presence of American troops is a 
vital element in this effort. The 
services of Mr. Stevens depend upon 
it, and, In point of serious moment, 
the plan proposed by Japan ex- 
pressly provides that Mr. Stevens and 
all foreign railway experts shall be 
withdrawn when the are 
withdrawn.

BALLOON FIRE NOT

ARMY AVIATION OFFICER DE- 
NIES SPARK THEORY AS 
CAUSE OF PLUNGE.

CHICAGO, July 25.-—Maj. C. H. 
Maranville, army aircraft officer at 
the Akron (0O.) fiying field, testified 
today at the inquest into the de- 
struction by fire of the Goodyear 
dirigible airship, last Monday, when 
thirteen persons met death and more 
than a score were injured, that in 
his opinion sparks from the rotary 
motors could not have ignited the 
gas bag. 

Earlier, Pilot John Boettner had 
testified that it was the first time, 
to hig knowledge, that rotary motors 
were used in a dirigible, but he 
said the motors worked perfectly. 
Boettner did not express an opin- 
ion as to the cause of the accident. 

B. B. Lipener, formerly svperin- 
tendent of the aerial mail service, 
preceded Boettner on the witness 
stand. He admitted he had ex- 
pressed an opinion to the jury of 
technical experts as to the cause of 
the accident, but refused to disclose 
what he told the jurors when ques- 
tioned by attorneys for the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company, owners 
of the dirigibie. , 

The Goodyear attorneys ques- 

tioned the truth of Lipsner’s state- 
ments in relating a conversation he 
had with Henry Wacker, a mechan- 
fe who survived the accident. He 
said Wacker told him that the only 
possible causes of the accident were 
a gas tank leak and motor back- 
firing. 
* The Goodyear company will begin 
at once ite work of aiding the in- 
jured and the relatives of those who 
were killed. 

G. M. Stadelman, vice-president of 
the company, following receipt of a 
message from F. A. Seiberling, pres-

PACKERS REPLY 
TO ACCUSATION. 


Say Propaganda Against Bill 
in Interest of Public. 


People to Decide and Facts are 
Presented to Them. 


Investigation of Prices Paid 
for Stock is Ordered. 
{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

CHICAGO, July 25.—The packing 
industry replied today to Senator 
Kenyon's assertion on the floor of 
the Senate that “the greatest propa- 
Sanda that ever had been under- 
taken in this country is now in full 
swing with reference to the bill for 
regulation of the packers.” 

The reply was made by the Iinsti- 
tute of American Meat Packers, 
comprising about 200 packing firms. 
Thomas E. Wilson is chairman of the 
committee which is now directing 
the work of the institute. 

Says the statement: 

“Senator Kenyon has charged in 
the Senate of the United States that 
the packers are sending out prope- 
ganda against this bill to plece the 
packing industry under Federal li- 
cense, as if there were something 
wrong in this. 

PUBLIC 18 INTERESTED. 

“The entire public is vitally inter- 
ested in the correct solution of the 
high cost of living. | 

“Complete understanding of al! 
facts will dissipate suspicion and 
prejudice which, if relied upon for 
adverse legislation, will harm us all 
—~the live-stock producer and the 
consumer as well as the ckers. 

“In the last analyais public 
will decide those issues and to them 
we will present the facts. 

“The bill introduced by the Sen- 
ator threatens the life of the pack- 
ing industry. It is un-American and 
ig a dangerous precedent for all 
business. It would amount to prac- 
tical government operation, which. 
with this complex industry, would 
result in greater disaster than that 
which we have with the government 
operation of railroads, telegraph and 
telephone lines. 

“There is an unprecedented prop- 
aganda in favor of this legislation 
and against the packer« The 
wholesale grocers and the Federal 
Trade Commission, for exaniple, are 
active with propaganda of this char- 
acter. 

“We are doing exactly what ev- 
ery American citizen has a perfect 
right to do. We are opposing this 
bill in an open and legitimate man- 
ner and will continue to Jo so. It 
is unthinkable that persons whose 
investments and business are threat- 
ened by radical and vicious legisia- 
tion. cannot lay the facts before 
people. 

“The Senator had something to 
say on the high cost of living. Our 
business is conducted efficiently and 
at the minimum profit of a small 
fraction of 1 cent per pound, Our 
volume enables us to retain such a 
small profit that it cannot mate- 
rially affect the cost to the con- 
sumer. The packera would gladly 
welcome an investigation by an un- 
prejudiced, competent and nonpo- 
litical body, into the whole food 
problem, from farm to table, in- 
clusive. It is unfortunate that such 
an examination was not made by the 
Federal Trade Commission as di- 
rected by the President."’ 

TO INVESTIGATE PRICES. 
(EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, July 25.--—The 
Senate today adopted e@ resolution 
offered by Senator Harris of Geor- 
gia, directing the Federal Trade 
Commission to make an inimediate 
investigation of the methods of pur- 
chase and prices paid for cuttle and 
swine by the packers. The resolu- 
tion directs the commission's at- 
tention particularly to alleged <dis- 
crimination operating to the d’sad- 
vantage of live-stock producers in 
the southern States. 

Senator Harris stated that the 
meat packers are paying 3 cents a 
pound less to live-stock purchasers 
in the South for hogs than its being 
paid by the packers in other sec- 
tions of the country. 

The investigation, it is expected, 
will be carried out in co-operation 
with the Department of Agriculture. 


MARKETING COMMITTEE. 


Formation of a national market- 
ing committee through which pro- 
ducers and consumers will co-oper- 
ate to secure Federal regulation of 
the packers was announced today 
by former Congressman William 
Kent, of California, and one time 
Chicagoan. 

The officers of the committee, 
headed by William Kent, as presi- 
dent, include C, Gustafson, chair- 
man of the Farmers’ National Com- 
mittee on packing plants, and allied 
industries; Mrs. Florence Kelley, 


| secretary of the National Consum- 


ers League: Mra, E. P. Costigan, 
chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Consumers’ League of 
the District of Columbia, and Hon. 
Herbert F. Baker, president of the 
Farmers National Council, all as 
vice-presidents of the committee. 
Jackson H. Ralston, of Washington, 
D, C., counsel for the American Fed- 
erati of Laber, is chief counsel; 
Mr. George P. Hampton, managing 
director of the Farmers’ Nationa! 
Council, is chairman of the execu- 
tive board. 

“The committee's immediate pur- 
pose,” said Mr. Kent today, “is to 
secure the enactment of the Ken- 
yon-Anderson bill to carry out the 
recommendations of the Federa! 
trade commission regarding the 
meat packing and allied industries 
in the most practical way. 

“The committee's programme in- 
cludes first a nation-wide campaign 
for the Kenyon-Anderson bill. 

“Second, to create an enlightened 
pullice opinion concerning the waste 
and unnecessary expense in handling 
and distributing farm products and 
to assist in bringing before the 
country the information secured by 
the Federal Bureau of Markets and 
other national and State agencies. 

"Third, to promote and foster 
proper marketing organizations and 
methods; to ereourage and secure 
the standardization of agricultural 
products: toe secure proper ware- 
heute eyvyeteme: to prorvote exrnert 
rmartetine services in the several 
“tater: ta secrre unifarm'tr§ in 
methods States in iraururating 
investigation and demonstration 
work in merketirge and to secure 
ehanges in Federal and State laws 
to these ends.”

AUSTRIA SHOWS 
HOPELESSNESS. 


Complete Peace Treaty is Re- 
ceived in Despair. 


Foreign Minister Says Nation 
Slave of Entente. 


Clause Demanding Milk Cows 
is Cause of Laughter. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 
VIENNA, July 22.-——( Delayed.) 
The complete peace treaty was re- 
ceived here with the same feeling 
of disappointment and utter despair 
that greeted the publication of the 


the feeling of utter hopelessness of 
securing anything like what was 
wished for is greater now than in 
the earlier case for the people had 


been led to expect changes which 
would be amellorations. 

Instead, such betterments as have 
been made are so slight as to be 
almost negligible in the opinion of 
these people. 

The Austrians are not a resentful 
race. So comments of public men 
and the newspapers for the most 
part are not bitter attacks on the 
Entente, but yet they express in the 
strongest terms their sense of out- 
raged justice. 


BAUER MAKES THREAT. 


The only thing In the nature of a 
threat is contained in a speech by 
Dr. Bauer, Foreign Minister, in 
which he said: 

“This insulting peace must be 
annihilated by the victory of inter- 
national solidarity.” 

This was the way he was reported 
in several newspapers, but in a more 
extended report in the government 
organ his remarks were less strong- 
ly put. 

Dr. Bauer further said that thé 
treaty was against self determina- 
tion because two-thirds of German 
Austria was given to foreign states. 
He was against taking part of

PAYS SEVENTY PER CENT. 


According to the conditions of the

He 
said he will confer with the pllots 
whose recent discharge from the 
service led to the other aviators’ 
refusal to take out their planes. 

Hamilton Lee, one of the dis- 
charged aviators, said today —in 
speaking of his dismissal: 


PERIL TO URBAN RESIDENTS. 


“I won't go up in foggy weather 
with a big machine which travels 
100 miles an hour. The smaller 
‘ships’ are all right because they 
are slower. In foggy weather it is 
often necessary to fly only 150 to 
250 feet above the gfound and a 
high-compression Liberty motor is 
apt to get hot at a low altitude, 
causing a forced landing. If I am 
traveling over a large city such fily- 
ing is dangerous to people below as 
well as to me.” 

NO ORDER AT CHICAGO.

HEAD OF CUDAHY’S 
PACKING FIRM DIES. 


RISE TO GREAT, WEALTH RE- 
MARKABLE CHAPTER OF 
WESTERN HISTORY. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

MILWAUKEE, July 25.—Patrick 
Cudahy, president of Cudahy Bro- 
thers Company, packers, of Cudahy 
Wis., dled suddenly this 
from an apoplectic stroke. 

Mr. Cudahy retired from active 
business in 1915, making his son 
Michael the executive head of his 
packing business. Later, when his 
sons, Michael and John, entered the 
war, he again became the chief ex- 
ecutive. 


The death of Patrick Cudahy. re- 
moved the third of the Cudahy bro- 
thers whose rise to great wealth and 
influence made one of the remarka- 
ble chapters of the history of west- 
ern business. 

Born in Ireland, the three older 
boys, Michael, John and Patrick, 
came with their parents to the 
United States in 1849. The family 
settled in Milwaukee. At fourteen, 
Michael went to work for John 
Plankinton, packers, and at the 
same age John started in the em- 
ploy of Edward Roddis. also a pack- 
er. Patrick, at 12, began as a de- 
livery boy for a Milwaukee grocery 
store, but two years later joined his 
brother John in the Roddig plant, 
although both afterward worked for 
Flenkinton and Armor. At 26, Pat 
rick was euperintendent for the 
firm, and two years later was a 
‘partner. He and John bought out 
the Plankinton interests and “in 
1888, the firm became Cudahy Bro- 
thers, and the plant was moved to 
Cudahy, Wis., and Patrick became 
president and general manager, 

Michael beghme a partner of P. 
D. Armour, in Armour and Com- 
pany, Chicago, in 1875 and helped 
hig brothers organize the firms of 
Cudahy Brothers and the Cudahy 
Packing Company, and became presi- 
dent of the latter. Michae!] died in 
1910, and John in 1915.

{RECESS OF THE HOUSE 
WILL BEGIN AUGUST 2. 


SENATE MEANWHILE WILL CON- 
TINUE DEBATE OF THE 
PEACE TREATY, 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH! 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—A re- 
cess of the House was set by the Re- 
publican leaders tentatively today to 
begin on Saturday, August 2. The 
resolution providing for it, which 
will be introduced some time next 


week, will provide for a recess of 
“from four to six weeks.” It will be 
left to the discretion of the House 
leaders to call the members back 
when it is considered necessary. 

The Senate meanwhile will con- 
tinue debate of the peace treaty. 
Because of the fact that the upper 
branch will be occupied almost ex- 
clusively with consideration of the 
treaty the House leaders believe it 
would be useless for them to re- 
main in session. 

Several matters will be disposed 
of by the House before taking a 
recess. The report of the special 
committee on war éxpenditures urg- 
ing the immediate sale of surplus 
canned vegetables and meats and 
criticising the War Department for 
its action in the matter will be taken 
up by the House Monday. 

The Republican steering commit- 
tee had hoped to obtain action on 
the bill repealing the soda water 
tax before the recess. It has proved 
impossible to get this bill out of the 
Ways and Means Committee be- 
cause of the opposition of members 
to the repeal of any taxes in view 
of the prospective deficit of more 
than $2,000,000,000 during the pres- 
ent fiscal year. 

The bill for the protection of the 
domestic dye industry also was set 
for action before the recess. Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and 
Means Commtitee have found s0 
much difficulty in agreeing on a bill 
and opposition of such a formidable 
nature is certain to be presented to 
any bill that may reach the floor 
that it would appear impossible to 
obtain action until after the recess. 

A number of other matters of im- 
portance, such as railroad and mer- 
chant marine legislation, are not yet 
in shape for presentation to the 
House. 


POLISH CHILDREN ARE 
SHOT DOWN BY REDS. 


BOLSHEVIKI USE FIRING SQUAD 
TO MURDER SICK AND 
STARVING BABIES. 


[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
LONDON, July 24.—A despair- 
ing appeal for help from the Polish 
province of Mohileff, near the source 
of the River Dnieper, as presented 
in a Warsaw weekly, is reported in 
a dispatch to the Daily Telegraph. 
The writer says food is unobtain- 
able at any price, as commissioners 
of the Red army have taken every- 
thing. Arrests and executions are 
continually taking place. Having 
finished with the eentry, the Bol- 
shevists proceeded to deal with the 
better class farmers and now the 
turn of the children has come. 
Parents of Polish children, he 
Says, have been ordered by the 
Bolshevists to place the young ones 
in public nurseries, where they are 
fed on the meat of horses that died 
of gianders. When the children 
sicken of this disease they are shot. 
The first collective execution of 
children took place in the town of 
Mohlileff, where twenty-six of them 
were lined against the wali of the 
public nursery., and a firing party 
of Reds was drawn up before 
them. The children fell on their 
knees and implored mercy, but the 
Rolshevist commander gave his or- 
der. and the execution was carried 


out. 
At Sienkow, near Mohileff, the 
same writer says twenty children 


were shot: at Clecirzyn there were 
more than ten. All the children in 
Pralnia have been placed in the. 
public nursery. 


RELAX RESTRICTIONS 
ON EUROPEAN TRAVEL. 


AFTER NOVEMBER 1 PASSPORTS 
WILL BE ISSUED TO PLEAS- 
URE TOURISTS. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 1 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—The 
present restrictions on the issuance 
of passports to Eur are to be 
relaxed, Secrétary nsing an- 
nounced today, although passports 
will not be issued to tourists or oth- 


ers desiring to co abroad solely for 
pleastire until after November 1. 

“Hereafter no person desiring to 
visit European countries, except en- 
emy countries and Russia, will be 
required to show urgent reasons for 
his or her visit, or restricted as to 
age,” said Mr. Lansing, in a state- 
ment issued today. “Such persons 
will merely be required to show that 
the object of the visit ts legitimate 
and reasonable. 

“For the present, passports will | 
not be tssued to persons desiring to 
visit European countries for pleasure 
solely, but the department, after 
November 1, will issue passports to 
such persons unless reasons now un- 
foreseen compel a continuance of 
the restriction.” 

Travelers are advised by the de- 
partment to ascertain in adgance 
from steamship agents whether in 
view of the demand for accommo- 
dations, passage to and from Fu- 
rope can be obtained, and, also, be- 
fore submitting their passport ap- 
plication, to inquire of the consuls 
of the countries they desire to visit 
whether their passports will be 
vised.

TO TAME DEMON OIL WELL. 


Standard Plans Curb for Staid Producer 
that Took Bit in its Teeth. 


Spouting a black stream of of! that 
reaches a height of seventy-five i, 
100 feet, with the roar of a catar~- 
act, well No. 61, the long-time pro- 
ducer on the Murphy-Coyote lease 
of the Standard Oil Company that 
five days ago took the bit in its 
teeth and became an 8000-barre! 
gusher overnight, was still going 
strong last night, despite efforts to 
curb its exuberance. yesterday. 

All work on nearby wells has 
been stopped as a precaution against 
fire, and a guard line has been ¢es- 
tablished that keeps all but employ- 
ees 200 yards from the well. The 
oil spray has been carried this dis- 
tance from the well in all direc- 
tions, and farther than this to the 
northeast, borne by the prevailing 
ocean breezes. 

For three or four months the well 
had been a quiet and consistent 
pumper, producing 500 barrels of 
oil dally. Last Monday afternoon 
workmen firat observed that the “cel- 
lar” of the well, a pit about fifteen 
feet square and twenty-five feet 
deep, had oil In the bottom. Before 
the small outiet valve in the ‘ten- 
inch casing could be closed, the oil 
had reached a depth that precluded 
such action. The well rapidly 
reached the gusher class and ere 
long, the cap of the ten-inch casing 
was completely worn away or blown 
off, and now for five days. the well 
has been spouting a black stream 
of oi] in the air. 

As a preliminary to controlling the 
well Superintendent C. R. Little, yes- 
terday completed a trench through 
the hillside, to drain the “cellar” of | 
its ol]. The particular method to 
be pursued in throttling the demon 
has not been announced, but it is 
stated that fittings are being made 


up in the shops and it is believed 
the well will be controlled soon. 
Surprise hasbeen expressed that 
the well has not sanded up. All 
the oll, except that which goes as 
spray over the landscape, is being 


saved, running in three rivulets down 


the nearby canyon into a sump, 
from which it is being pumped into 
pipe lines and §$ tanks, Immense 


quantities of gas also are escaping,

Welt No. 61, is located on the 
top of one of the highest hills in 
the Murphy-Coyote lease, It is a 
shallow well, being only 2972 feet.

THAT “CUSPIDOR.” 


An aluminum basin of 
shape, said to be identical in type 
with the “cuspidor” mentioned in 
Mr. Sprague’s article, and Charlie 
Downs, the man in the rag turban, 
as Mr. Sprague called him, made «4 
simultaneous appearance at the 
early session of the day. The basin 
remained under a table most of the 
time, but Downs, still a patient, 
pleced on the stand. 

Downs told the board he was 4 
patient, and often helped Attendant 
Olmstead and other men to wash pa- 
tients. He said he shaved once a 
week, did not object to occasional 
work, and never used a cuspidor to 
wash the faces of bed patients. On 
those occasions, he said, he e¢m- 
ployed a towel, dampened under a 
faucet. The witness was somewhat 
confused for a time, and could not 
say at first'whether he used the 
same towel for more than one pa- 
tient, At first he said he thought two 
patients to a towel was the num- 
ber, but later said it was one towel 
to each man. 

Downs was the sald Mr. 
Sprague in his ceibeln ho waited 
on patients and had arms covered 
with noxious sores of an infectious 
nature. Toward the end of the man’s 
testimony he was asked to roll up 
his sleeves, and Dr. H. G. Bratin- 
erd was asked to examine his arms 
and say what he thought was the 
nature of the sores. 

“There are a few small papules 
and a little eruption, and may have 
heen mosquito bites or perhaps from 
irritation. The skin is clear and 
there te an absence of anything to 
indicate that the sores were caused 
by a specific disease,” Dr. Brainerd 
told the board. 

Attendant Cox was recalled to the 
stand and asked about the Hathaway 
incident. He remembered speaking to 
Mr. Sprague abont it, and said Hath- 
away was placed on a mattress be- 
cause he had torn everything to 
pieces. and had turned the bed upon 
himself, receiving some injuries. He 
was being cared for at the time he 
was on the mattress, it developed. 
Mrs. Helen Reed, chairman of the 
Social Welfare Committee of the 
Ebel!l,. who was With a party of club 
women when they visited the instt- 
tution, was a witness at the morn- 
ing session. She explained the com- 
mittee was not investigating the hos- 
ital, and told of her visit and obser- 
vations. On the whole, she said, 
they were pleasant so far as the im- 
pression of the hospital was con- 
cerned, though there was a feeling 
of sadness in connection with the pa- 
tients and their lot. 

Among the other witnesses whose 
testimo was wanted to clear up 
doubtful points, was Dr. F. C. Bishop 
of Glendale, head of a sanatorium 
where Mr. Rogers was a patient at 
one time. At the end of his exam!i- 
nation Dr. John FR. Haynes, mem- 
ber of the board, asked the witness 
to give his opinion about the cred- 
ibility of drug addicts. The witness 
indicated that it is doubtful. 

DR. STRONG'S EVIDENCE. 
Pr. Strong testified he had been 
practicing since 1899, and had four 
years’ experience in charge of two 
of the largest clinica for mental and 
nervous diseases in New York. Prior 
to coming to Norwalk he practiced 
for four years in Riverside. He came 
to Norwalk about two years ago, 
he said. 

The physician gave an outline of.

RITAIN’S VICTORY FOR FREEDOM. 

The British government has won the 
first bout with the forces of radical trades- 
unionism in their fight to Bolshevize the 
nation. Robert Smillie forced the issue of 
establishing a labor dictatorship by at- 
tempting to strangle industry through the 
agency of the triple lator-union alliance— 
and he has failed. The English people are 
not yet ready to substitute the strike for 
the ballot box as the cbief power in decid- 
ing national policies. 


No one, except a handful of radical agi- 
tators, believed that the nation which for 
four years resisted the military might of 
the Hohenzollern empize would haul down 
the Union Jack at the bidding of a mush- 
room labor boss, however shrewdly he laid 
his plot and however opportunely he sprung 
the trap. 

Yet that the situation was at one time 
a serious one We may gather from the 
statement of Sir Eric Geddes, given out to 
the Associated Press. “The government is 
determined that all the resources of the 
state, whether they are the resources of 
private citizens or-the armed forces of the 
crown, shall be used to prevent ruin to 
the community. It is not to take any part 
in the strike that we are here but to save 
the life of the nation.” 


During the war Sir Eric Geddes was the 
same pillar of strength to Britain that 
men like Schwab and Hurley and Baruch 
were to the United States. Bonar Law, the 
sturdy Scotch-Canadian, was equally reso- 
lute in his attitude toward the would-be 
revolutionists led by Robert Smillie. These 
two government leaders knew that they 
had behind them the common. sense and 
patriotism of a large majority of the Brit- 
ish electorate. Under the circumstances 
the striking coal miners evidently decided 
that discretion was the better part of valor 
and that it was wiser to go on living with 
their co-workers than to perish for the 
cause of Bolshevism. 


e Democracy all the world over has reason 


to rejoice in the failure of this abortive at- 
tempt of the reds to override constitution- 
al government in England. For the revolt, 
though engineered through labor-union or- 
ganizations, was aimed at national, not eco- 
nomic, conditions. Whatever grievances the 
coal miners cherished against the mine own- 
ers were small and local in their scope. 
The agitator, Smillie, strove to employ 
these small grievances in a nation-wide 
movement to make the labor-zunion organ- 
izations the sole arbiter of the nation’s des- 
tinies. 

For the first time in the history of labor- 
unionism the radical leaders stepped out- 
side their recognized fields of activity and 
they were promptly squelched by the gov- 
ernment and the people they defied. The 
victory is equally creditable to the conserva- 
tive members of the British trade unions 
and the Lloyd George gcvernment. Smillie 
had planned a reign of sabotage and penu- 
ry and suffering for the British Isles such 
as Lenine and Trotzxy have carried out in 
Petrograd and Moscow. But the British 
workers were not so easily persuaded to 
cut their own throats. 

The whole world today feels the short- 
age of coal. The whole world would have suf- 
fered had Smillie and his gang succeeded 
in putting the British coal mines out of com- 
mission in the same way that the whole 
world has suffered from the wanton de- 
struction by the Huns of the coal industry 
in Northern France. 

But, whereas the Huns at least had the 
excuse that they were crippling a country 
with whom they were at war, the British 
reds aimed their dastardly blow at the na- 
tion that guaranteed them life and liberty 
and the legitimate fruits of their own toil. 
Indeed the flooding of the [nglish coal 
mines was in contemplation a far more dia- 
bolical outrage than the systematic destruc- 
tion carried out by the German militarists 
at Lens. 

Three-quarters of the industries in Eng- 
land depend upon a supply of coal for their 
operation. Had Smillie succeeded in his 
designs more than half the women and chil- 
dren in England would have been left in the 
merciless grip of cold and hunger by the 
end of the present year. The question of 
nationalizing the mines, for which the min- 
ers were presumed to have struck, would 
have effectually been settled. There would 
have been no mines left worth nationaliz- 
ing. Minimum wages and collective bar- 
gaining and joint management and concil- 
lation boards and avery other betterment 
project dear to the hearts of radicals would 
have lost their appeal. There would have 
been no British industries left on which to 
fasten them. 

It is well dhat Smillie and his methods 
have been discredited early in the game. 
Sensible labor leaders will think twice be- 
fore trusting their fortunes a second time 
to the mercy of such irresponsible fire- 
brands. England has won a notable vic- 
tory for constitutional liberty. 

It is not evident how great a part David 
Lioyd George took in persuading the re- 
volting miners to return to work. We know 
him as the greatest little compromiser 
among modern statesmen. His persuasive 
tongue no doubt helped in bringing the 
Miners’ Federation to a prudent and speedy 
decision. At least this last triumph will 
be hailed by his friends in Great Britain 
as another feather in the cap of the pas- 
sionate pilgrim for democracy who can box 
all the points in the political compass and 
apparently weather every political storm.

HE MAKING OF A CITY. 
There-was’a time When Los Angeles, 
in sending invitations to easterners, said 
simply, “Come and live with us.” Today 
the invitation card of Los Angeles bears 
this added inscription: “Come and work 
with us.” 


As a city of beautiful homes, wondrous | 


scenery and matchless climate Los Angeles 
has long been famous the world over. Asa 
city of business and industry the metropolis 
of the west coast has just begun to come 
into its own. Every city in the world had 
its beginning with a few huts and tents, a 
few hundred people and climate of some 
sort. Los Angeles is no exception. Any 
city of consequence owes its growth mainly 
to its agricultural background, a plentiful 
supply of water, adequate transportation 
facilities and natural advantages in the way 
of materials available for manufacturing 
purposes. Add to these factors honest 
thought, honest and free labor and money 
honestly earned and carefully invested and 
the sum is: a city. 

That Los Angeles has grown to be the 
city it is today is due entirely to the fact 
that the advantages have not been lacking. 
To be sure, our perpetual sunshine and 
scenic beauties attracted thousands of 
home-makers long before Los Angeles ever 
dreamed of becoming an industrial city. 
Rich people, poor people and people of 
moderate means migrated to the Paradise 
of the Pacific Coast long before anyone 


had ever thought of manufacturing ma- 


chinery, canning vegetables and fruits— 
and moving pictures. However,no city can 
thrive on dry goods stores, restaurants and 
hotels if it has nothing else to offer its citi- 
zens. The old socialistic idea of a Utopia 
where everybody makes a living by taking 
in somebody else’s washing is exploded 
every time a mushroom city falls to make 
good. No matter how many millionaires 
might have taken up their residence in Los 
Angeles, their coming would have meant 
little to the city’s growth unless there had 
been openings for legitimate financial in- 
vestment. On the other hand, the man of 
moderate means cannot live in Los Ange- 


les—nor in any other city—unless he can), 


secure employment. No matter how perfect 
its health may be at birth, an infant can- 
not live and grow without sustenance. Re- 
gardiess of its natural advantages, a city can- 
not live and grow without being fed with 
money and labor. Los Angeles has never 
lacked for natural advantages, although 
these advantages have been increased many 
fold within the last few years by the 
thought and industry of its citizens. 
Formerly, the principal drawback to the 
development of this city was the lack of 
co-operation on the part of the citizen body, 
but, thanks to such bodies of men as the 
Chamber of Commerce, the M. and M. As- 
sociation, the Realty Board, the Advertis- 
ing Club, the various improvement associa- 
tions, civic societies and other organiza- 
tions, all thinking and working in harmony, 
this handicap is being overcome and Los 
Angeles has begun to discover its resources 
and powers. According to New York news- 
papers, New York City is a little jealous 
of Los Angeles because this city succeeded 
in capturing the Goodyear plant. “New 
York should have had men big enough to 
have induced the Akron manufacturers to 
locate here,” writes the editor of one Goth- 
am publication. Bless him, it requires more 
than a clever promoter to induce a Seiber- 
ling to invest millions in a factory at any 
particular point of the country. Money, 
like every other force, operates on its own 
plane, and the man of wealth is usually too 
wise to bury his talents. The Goodyear 
company came to Los Angeles because it 
was invited here by right conditions as 
well as by enterprising citizens interested 
in the city’s welfare. The establishment of 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company’s 
big factory here is but the first of many 


other gigantic industrial enterprises that 


will find their homes in and near Los An- 
geles within the next few years. Los An- 
geles may well be proud of her industrial 
and financial achievements during the last 
quarter of a century. “And it doth not yet. 
appear what we shall be.” ; 


UR SACRED LANDS IN EUROPE. 

As one result of the war Canada, a 
dominion of the New World, has become 
owner of land in the old. Vimy Ridge, 
which Canadian soldiers so gallantly won 
from the Huns and held in the face of the 
fiercest attacks, has heen formally trans- 
ferred by France to their government. A 
site at Ypres, where the Canadians stemmed 
the rout that followed the first use of pot- 
son gas by the Germans, also has been 
given to the Dominion government by Bel- 
gium. 

There also are in Europe sections of land 
which the United States looks upon as 
peculiarly its own. These are the God's 
acres, the cemeteries, in which repose the 
brave men from this country who lost their 
lives in battering down the monster autoo- 
racy. Rupert Brooke, himself a victim of 


the war, speaking of the graves in Francé” 


of slaughtered Englishmen, said, “There's 
some corner of a foreign field that is for 
ever England.” So we may say that in 
France there are corners that are forever 
America. 

Now that Canadians have acquired land 
on two of the battlefields which they helped 
to make so famous is there any reason why 
this country should not follow its neigh- 
bor’s example? The suggestion has already 
been made, and perhaps acted upon, that the 
United States should cbtain title to land at 
Chateau Thierry and Belleau Wood where 
the Americans rolled back the gray hosts 
and started the great counter-offensive that 
led to the smashing of the German line. 
At those places there should be American 
shrines to which thousands of our country 
men would make pilgrimages so that they 
might stand fm reverence before monu- 


ers. 


DOUGHBOY AND DOG. 

“Love me love my dog.” That's one of 
the doughboys’ mottoes. In these dog-days 
in Germany many is the doughboy who 
has befriended man’s chief pet. The frat- 
ernizing law tn Huniand doesn’t include 
grown dogs and puppies, and there are few 
companies in the outfit that have not 
adopted one or more doggies. Up on the

STUFF DOESN’T HAVE TO HAVE 
KICK TO BE “INTOXICANT.” 
GOVERNMENT CONTENDS. 


Hearing of the argument on the 
information against Joseph Baum- 
gartner, Jr., president of the Bak- 
ersfield Brewing Company, charged 
with violation of the war-time pro- 
hibition law, was set yesterday, to 
Le heard by United States District 
Judge Bledsoe, Monday, August 4. 
The defendant will be represented 
by Theodore A. Bell, who has ap- 
peared in the interests of the brew- 
ers in much of the recent litiga- 
tion, and by E. G Emmons of 
Bakersfield. Assistant United States 
Tistrict Attorney Lawson will rep- 
resent the government in the ar- 
gument of the demurrer. 

The provision of the Federal law 
that the Bakersfield brewer is 
charged with violating is that mak- 
ing it unlawful to sell any beer, wine 
or other intoxicating malt or vinous 
liquor for beverage purposes, except 
i\for the purpose‘ of export. This 
\law went into effect June 30, 1919, 
and under its wording is to remain 
in force until the formal end of 
the war _and proclamation of the 
President. 

It will be contended on the part 
of the government that the status 
of beer and wine as intoxicants is 
well established and recognized, and 
that the law does not mean that 
they must be intoxicating to come 
within the prohibition established 
by Congress. In other words, Con- 
gress placed both beer and wine in 
the intoxicating class of Veverages. 

The Baumgartner case is a test 
one, agreed upon by all parties, to 
get the opinion of the Federal 
court tn this jurisdiction on a point 
that is being variously determined in 
the various judicial subdivisions 
throughout the country, to the end 
that the final decision on the pro- 
hibition law may be had ~0by the 
United States Supreme Court this 
fall or winter.

pride of his life, and that is where 
the old cattle king wants to live 
until death overtakes him. 

HIS PUBLIC CAREER. 

Luis Terrazas was born at Chihua- 
hua city in 1829, the son of a tailor. 
He was educated in the native 
schools and entered the cattle busi- 
ness early in life, at a time when 
the Apache Indians made it a dan- 
gerous undertaking. Steadily, 
through the years that followed, he 
continued to add lands to his small 
estate. never selling. At 35 years 
of age he became Mavor cf Chi- 
huahua and liater commanded the 
Mexican forces that opposed the ef- 
fort of the French to enthrone Max- 
imillian. For this service he was 
given the rank of a general and was 
soon after appointed Governor of 
the state of Chihuahua, serving three 
terms of four years each. 

At one time he was known as one 
of the most powerful men in Mex- 
ico. It was possible to ride for twen- 
tv-four hours ‘over his 15,000,000 
acres of land. His herds numbered 
more than 500,000 head and he was 
the commander of thousends of 
“cow punchers.”’ 

Sorrows began to heap upon his 
snow-white head after the confisca- 
tion of his lands and cattle. His 
favorite son, Luis Chic. died an ex- 
ile in this country, from tha results 
of the torture inflicted upon him 
by Villa bandits in their efforts to 
extract a ransom. He was hanzed 
until nearly dead because he would 
not divulge the hiding place of a 
fortune. 

MORE SORROWS. 

His eldest brother, Guillermo Ter- 
razas, died an outcast at EF! Centro. 
Guillermo was one of the last mem- 


bers of the Térrazas family to flee 
from Mexico. A grandson, Luis ITI, 
while serving as a general in a 
revolutionary army, was captured 
and sentenced to dle and later es- 
ecaped to this country, but. is now 
believed to have been murdered. 
The widow of Luis Terrazas died 
at El Paso last March, following a 
long illness. 

Three vears ago Senora Teresa Re 
de Terrazas, wife of Luis, Jr.. made 
& evensational trip to Chihuahua. in 
the guise of a peon, and rescued 
the family jewels and many valua- 
ble papers from their hidine place. 

All real estate and other town 
property have been restored also 
to Enrique Creel,;former Governor 
of Chihuahua, Ambassador to Wash- 
ington, and son-i w of Terrazas, 
Sr. Mr. Creel. who is also living 
in this city, hos en notified that 
his estates, including thousands of 
acres in Chihuahua, have been re- 
stored to him. Mr. Creel's estates 
and securities were séized also by 
bandits. 

Mr. Creel resides at the Cordova 
Hotel with his wife and sons and 
daughters. The venerable Gen. Ter- 
razas is living at 1245 Gramercy 
place.

Nee, Challenges Jury Panel, 


Judge Denies Point, but may 


', Mean an Appeal Later. 


Accused's Attorney Hints His 
Client's Innocent Buyer. 


The ghost of a possible reversible 
error on appeal stalked into the pro- 
ceedings in Judge Taft's court, yes- 
terday, in the opening semester of 
the trial of Lewis B. Harris, who is 
charged with blowing open the vault 
of the First Natidnal Bank of Ar- 
tesia, on the night of March 25, last, 
and stealing Liberty Bonds, postage 
stamps, War Savings Stamps and 
Thrift Stamps and cash, to the 
@mount of about $21,000. 

The roll of the full pane! of the 
jury had been called by the court, 
when Judge Taft announced that he 
had excused Mrs. Ida M. Bruns, of 
2707 Wilshire boulevard, and W. E. 
Grosh, 142 West Twenty-seventh 
Sireet, from further service this 
term. No reasons were given. 

It was no unusual proceeding, 
@nd never before attracted any at- 
tention, but in a moment Guy Ed- 
die, for the defense, challenged the 
whole panel on account of the ac- 
tion of the court in excusing two 
members of the panel. He argued 
that his client ought to have an op- 
portunity to select twelve jurors from 
the complete panel and that sub- 
stantial justice would be denied him 
if he were not allowed to do so. 

’ But Judge Taft denied the chal- 
Senge in a few words. That attack 
“ailing, Mr. Eddie asked that the 
trial be postponed, but that was de- 
nied. 

The crux of the defense appeared 
in Mr. Eddy's questioning of pros- 

tve jurors, it being intimated 
that he has for some. time engaged 
in conducting a “fence” in Denver; 
and that he bought the stamps and 
ether property stolen from the Ar- 
tesia National Bank from the man 
who had really been guilty of the 


burglary: not knowing that they

pective jurors.

WATER DISTRIBUTION. 


hCITY’S IRRIGATION CUSTOMERS 


MAY HAVE TO TAKE THEIR 
TURNS NEXT YEAR. 


Chief Engineer Mutholiand yes- 
terday discussed with the Board of 
Public Service Commissioners the 
general situation ag to the regula- 
fon of water service in the San 
Fernando Valley irrigation distric:, 
and told of plans for the coming 
season. This was brought about 
when some property owners in the 
Orange Cove district appeared to 
complain of the lack of water pres- 
sure in that district. 

“The water system for this dis- 
trict. was designed on a basis of 
seven months’ spread of the irriga- 
tion waters; but all the crops that 
have igone in have been requiring A 
three months’ spread, and the difi- 
culty has been that the irrigators 
have all wanted to use the water at 
the same time,” Mr. .Mulholland 
said, 

“There is scarcely an irrigation 
system in Southern California that 
doesn't require the irrigators to take 
their turn, and this means irrigation 
at night, as well as in the day. Night 
irrigation in the San Fernando Val- 
ley is almost unheard of, but) the 
ranchers on the higher levels could 
get good pressure if this was done. 
I shall insist that a schedule and 
definite rnles be worked out for ap- 
Plication next season, so that irriga- 
tors will get water in turn, and the 
peak loads will be equalized.” 

Mr. Mutholland also stated that 
he has plans in preparation for the 
relaying of some of the lines with 
larger pipe, so that territory recen't- 
ly annexed may have better servico, 
and ay! these changes can be made 
before the next irrigation season. 

The ight of the irrigation sea- 
son is nh at hand, and the de- 
mands will materially diminish 
within the ensuing week or ten days, 
as the ‘beet field irrigations will 
have then been finished. 


BELVEDERE’S WILLING. 


Higher Water Bills Cause Annexa- 


Harold one of the owners 
of the Belvedere Water Company, 
which supplies a territory of about 
10,000 inhabitants located just” out- 
side the eastern city limits, was be- 
fore the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners, yesterday, to dis- 
cuss the probabilities of that: terri- 
tory annexing to the city and the 
city purchasing this water system. 

Mr. Janse stated that the high 
water bills this season, and the fact 
that the system had been unable to 
supply water at times to the high- 
est residences, had catised a revival 
of annexation talk. 

He stated that the company is 
willing to sell to the city In case of 
annexation, and Chief Engineer 
Mulholland stated that this would 
be preferable to the city construct- 
ing its own system in this territory.

quired for this purpose. The ten- 
tative price placed on the Belvedere 
Water Company's system is $60,000; 
plus betterments that may be made 
before the purchase its completed. 
Members of the board stated they 
would not be in favor of allowing 
anything for the going-concern 
value of the plant. :

New Commission to Enforce 
Two-Platoon Ordinance. 


| Forbids Makeshifts to Meet 
Protection Demands, 


The new Fire Commission, in ses- |. 


sion yesterday, decided it will obey 
the law, This may lead to startling 
results and cause a deluge of pro- 
tests to descend upon the commis- 
sion and the City Council; but the 
Mayor and members of.the commis- 
sion declared yesterday that they 
will stand firm and will not know- 
ingly violate any city ordinance. 

This attitude was announced 
when it was declared that the fire 
department for several years has 
been violating the provisions of the 
two-platoon ordinance, adopted by 
a vote of the people under the initia- 
tive and, therefore, not. subject to 
amendment by the City Council. 

It appears that this ordinance pre- 
scribes the number of frehouses 
that are to be kept open and that 
are to be equipped with so many 
men each. Putting this law into ef- 
fect required ‘the closing up of a 
number of firehougses in well-settled 
sections of the city, and there was 
sO much protest that the Fire Chief 
evolved, the plan of taking parts of 
other crews and maintaining a par- 
tial service at some of these houses, 
although even now five firehouses 
remain closed. 

Year after year, the Budget Com- 
mittee of the Council hag failed to 
make the appropriations necessary 
for the reopening of these fire- 
houses with the full equipment, and 
the crews have been curtailed at 
other houses to provide a partial 
service in districts where residents 
made strong complaint against be- 
ing left without fire protection. 

But now the Fire Commission’s 
programme is to have the Fire Chief 
close all the houses where the re- 
quired full complement of men can- 
not be maintained. Then the Fire 
Chief will report his action. At the 


igame time, he will call attentiof to the 


fact that this has been done so that 
the Fire Commission may not be in 
the position of violating the city’s 
law, but that the action leaves large 
sections of the city without fire pro- 
tection and this situation should be 
laid before the City Council. 

If the Fire Commission should 
now close firehouses where there is 
equipment and that have been kept 
open, and a serious fire should break 
out, the members of the commission 
might be Hable for damages, it was 
suggested at yesterday's meeting. 
At any rate, the commissioners de- 
cided they wlll not be lawbreakers. 
They will make a tour of inspection 
and then order the programme oeut- 
lined above. 

The Council may take the attitude 
that it has no fund® to provide for 
the reopening of the houses and that 
the only way relief can be obtained 
is to resubmit to the vote of the peo- 
ple the two-platoon ordinance.
